(Although Barak was imprisoned on charges of em- 
bezzlement, he was accused by Novotny of an attempt 
to usurp power. Novotny has publicly reiterated sev- 
eral times in the past months that he stood by his orig- 
inal condemnation of BarakT) 

(Thus, the reinstatement of Barak would indicate 
that liberal elements in the Czechoslovak party, perhaps 
with the backing of Moscow, had been able to force this 
upon Novotny. Novotny's recent measures to appease 
the liberals in their drive for more than limited de- 
Stalinization in Czechoslovakia have apparently served 

only to reinforce their determination to bring about

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Kenya: ^Britain's delay in imposing a solution to 
Kenya’s constitutional dispute may be dissipating a 
large measure of the good will built up with Prime 
Minister Kenyatta's majority party since it came to 
power in JuneT^ 

(kenyatta and his associates are reported to be 
furious over Colonial Secretary Sandy s’ unwillingness 
to endorse their demands for a stronger central gov- 
ernment and to bring the three -week- old constitutional 
conference to a close. Sandys has been unsuccess- 
fully attempting to persuade representatives of the 
small tribes to accept changes in the hope of achieving 
a compromise^ 


S stigated by Kenyatta, party leaders in Nairobi 
emanded that Kenyatta leave the talks and pro- 
claim Kenya independent on 20 October. While this 
appears to be a pressure tactic, it may reflect the 
Kenyans' dismay at what they consider exces sive Brit- 
ish deference to a dwindling opposition party.

USSR : The third-quarter Soviet economic report 
shows little change in tempo for most industries and 
does not yet reflect the crash program for chemicals 
Khrushchev is publicizing. The reported increase in 
gross output of industry- -8. 7 percent- -is about the 
same as at midyear, as is a labor productivity in- 
crease of 6 percent, but productivity is still behind 
plan. Though plans in the chemical industry are not 
being met, the production increases for the industry 
continue to be considerably higher than f or most other 
major sectors, including iron and steel. 
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Cyprus : Intercommunal tension on Cyprus has 
spread to the Turkish and Greek military contingents 
stationed on the island.
